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ANNUAL  REPORT. 


Marshall,  Mo.,  Oct.  i,  1909. 
To  the  Synod  of  Missouri: 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Missouri  Valley  College 
has  great  satisfaction  in  presenting  its  Vicennial 
Report  to  the  Synod. 

The  twenty  years  of  history  of  this  institution  and 
of  the  services  of  this  Board  of  Trustees,  many  of 
whom  have  been  in  office  from  the  beginning,  have 
been  eventful,  and  we  may  modestly  say,  successful 
years.  Some  years  the  success  has  been  greater  than 
others,  but  at  no  time  since  the  beginning  of  the  Col- 
lege has  there  been  discouragement  in  the  Board  on 
account  of  conditions  in  the  faculty,  in  the  student 
body,  or  among  the  patrons  of  the  College.  We  have 
had  many  meetings.  Some  of  them  have  been  pro- 
tracted, and  in  some  we  have  been  confronted  by  seri- 
ous problems,  but  we  have  always,  under  the  guidance 
of  our  heavenly  Father,  found  our  way  out  of  the 
mazes  in  which  we  trod,  and  it  is  our  first  duty  and 
pleasure  at  this  time  to  record  our  thanksgiving  to 
Him  for  His  guidance  during  these  years. 

The  smallest  attendance  of  the  College  was  in  its 
first  year  when  it  had  an  enrollment  of  153.  The  larg- 
est attendance  was  in  its  fourteeenth  year  when  it 
had  313  students.     The  total  attendance  for  twenty 


years  has  been  4,812.  Of  these  2,499  have  been  men 
and  2,313  have  been  women.  One  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixteen  have  been  in  the  College  classes 
and  2,924  have  been  in  the  Academy.  The  School 
of  Art,  during  its  fourteen  years'  continuance,  had 
562  patrons,  and  the  School  of  Music  during  this 
Vicennial  period  has  had  a  total  attendance  of  1,978. 
It  will  be  interesting  to  the  Synod  to  know  that  of 
the  number  of  our  students,  628  have  been  candidates 
for  the  ministry,  which  is  one-fourth  of  the  young 
men.  More  than  half  of  the  young  men  who  have 
graduated  in  College  have  been  preachers.  There  have 
been  210  College  graduates,  four  hundred  and  one 
graduates  in  the  Academy,  which  is  equivalent  to  our 
best  high  schools;  thirty  in  Music  and  five  graduates 
in  Art ;  making  a  total  of  645  graduates  in  all  depart- 
ments during  this  Vicenary  period. 

Missouri  Valley  College  is  one  of  the  charter  mem- 
bers of  the  Missouri  College  Union,  which  is  com- 
posed of  the  ten  leading  colleges  and  universities  of 
the  state,  and  has  had  no  little  influence  in  raising  the 
standard  of  work  in  the  various  colleges  of  the  state 
as  well  as  a  very  potential  part  in  raising  the  standard 
of  work  and  multiplying  the  number  of  high  schools 
in  the  state.  Her  president  and  professors  have  been 
active  in  the  educational  councils  of  the  commonwealth, 
the  president  having  been  president  of  the  State 
Teachers'  Association  and  also  active  in  connection 
with  the  educational  affairs  of  the  Union.  The  presi- 
dent has  been,  for  a  number  of  years,  a  member  of 
the  National  Council  of  Education  which  is  a  small 
body  of  men  selected  from  the  National  Education 
Association  for  particular  purposes  in  connection  with 
that  great  body. 
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The  attendance  at  Missouri  Valley  College,  during 
this  Vicennial  year,  was  214,  of  whom  105  were 
boys  and  109  girls.  There  were  25  candidates  for  the 
ministry  among  the  number.  The  graduating  class 
of  22  was  one  of  the  largest  classes  in  the  history  of 
the  College.     Six  members  of  the  class  are  ministers. 

The  Vicennial  Commencement  was  one  of  the  most 
notable  commencements  we  have  ever  had.  There 
was  a  large  attendance  of  visitors  from  abroad,  and 
an  unusual  number  of  the  representatives  of  the  Synod 
and  of  the  College  Alumni  were  present  and  important 
steps  were  taken  to  further  the  interests  of  the  Col- 
lege, particularly  through  the  Alumni  Association. 
An  Alumni  Council  was  organized  which  is  destined 
to  be  of  far-reaching  importance  in  connection  with 
the  development  of  the  future  of  Missouri  Valley 
College.  The  Board  welcomes  this  new  movement 
among  the  alumni  as  a  harbinger  of  good. 

At  the  commencement  exercise,  it  may  be  appro- 
priate to  state  that  it  is  the  first  Commencement  in 
the  history  of  the  College  in  which  the  Board  has  felt 
authorized  to  confer  honorary  degrees,  we  conferred 
honorary  degrees  once  before,  viz. :  at  the  dedication 
of  Stewart  Chapel  in  the  autumn  of  1906.  The  de- 
gree of  Doctor  of  Divinity  was  conferred  on  the  Rev. 
John  T.  Bacon,  of  Springfield,  Mo.,  an  alumnus  of 
Missouri  Valley  College,  and  on  the  Rev.  C.  C.  Mc- 
Ginly,  of  Independence,  Mo.  And  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Laws  was  conferred  upon  the  Rev.  W.  J. 
McKittrick,  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.  Besides  these,  the  de- 
gree of  Doctor  of  Laws  was  conferred  upon  Isaac  H. 
Orr,  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  an  elder  in  the  King's  Highway 
Church.  Dean  Walter  Williams,  LL.D.,  of  the  State 
University,  made  the  principal  address  of  Commerce- 
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ment  Day,  which  was  a  Red  Letter  Day  on  all  ac- 
counts. 

It  was  with  sincere  regret,  at  its  annual  meeting, 
that  the  Board  of  Trustees  received  the  resignation  of 
Prof.  R.  L.  Shepherd  as  a  teacher  in  Missouri  Valley 
College.  It  was  thought  best,  under  the  circum- 
stances, that  Dr.  Black  should  resume  the  teaching 
of  the  Bible  and  he  is  teaching  that  subject  during 
the  current  year. 

During  the  year  some  small  contributions  were  re- 
ceived for  the  College,  not  very  many.  The  most 
notable  was  by  Mrs.  Louisa  A.  Campbell,  of  Holden, 
Mo.,  who  gave  $5,000  to  be  used  in  the  building  of  a 
Girls'  Dormitory.  In  this  connection  we  might  state 
to  the  Synod,  that  plans  have  been  drawn  for  the 
Girls'  Dormitory,  which  is  a  strictly  modern  building 
with  accommodations  for  fifty  girls;  dining-rooms, 
kitchen,  laundries,  pantries,  stationary  wash  stands  in 
each  room,  hot  and  cold  water,  bath  rooms  and  toilets 
on  each  floor,  electric  lights,  steam  heat,  and  in  gen- 
eral an  up-to-date  building  with  all  modern  conveni- 
ences. We  regret,  however,  that  the  Board  has  not 
felt  authorized  to  proceed  in  the  construction  of  this 
very  much  needed  building.  When  the  Girls'  Dormi- 
tory and  a  Gymnasium  are  on  the  grounds  of  Missouri 
Valley  College,  we  shall  feel  that  the  imperative  neces- 
sities, so  far  as  buildings  are  concerned,  of  an  under- 
graduate institution  are  met. 

The  amendments  to  the  charter  of  Missouri  Valley 
College,  which  were  submitted  to  the  Synod  at  its 
last  meeting,  failed  to  pass  because  the  Synod  of  Kan- 
sas neglected  to  act.  Instead  of  approving  the  amend- 
ments, as  requested,  they  simply  referred  the  report 
to   a   committee   which   had   no   authority   to   act   on 
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amendments.  It  may  be  advisable  to  state  in  this  con- 
nection, as  a  matter  of  information  to  the  Synod,  that 
all  buildings  and  their  contents  are  kept  well  insured. 

There  follows,  and  is  included  as  a  report  of  this 
report,  the  report  of  Geo.  H.  Althouse,  Treasurer  of 
our  Missouri  Valley  College,  which  is  an  exhibit  of 
the  finances  of  the  institution  for  the  past  year.

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The  members  of  the  Synod  will  note  that  the  Col- 
lege is  again  able  to  report  that  all  of  the  obligations 
of  the  College  have  been  met  and  there  is  no  indebted- 
ness. In  order  to  prevent  the  small  indebtedness,  how- 
ever, the  members  of  the  Board  made  contributions  to 
cover  the  threatened  deficit.  Hereafter  if  anything 
of  that  sort  occurs,  the  Board  will  feel  authorized  to 
call  upon  the  Synod  to  bear  the  burden  instead  of 
bearing  it  themselves  and  will  rely  on  the  good  ex- 
ample that  they  have  set  for  bringing  a  prompt  re- 
sponse to  their  call  for  relief.  It  is  the  policy  of  the 
institution  to  keep  out  of  debt,  but  it  is  not  always 
possible  in  strenuous  times,  such  as  the  last  two  years 
have  been  financially,  to  make  ends  meet,  as  our  sister 
institutions  know.  If  there  should  be  a  deficit  this 
year  the  members  of  the  Synod  will  be  promptly 
notified  and  asked  to  make  contributions  to  prevent 
the  closing  of  the  books  with  a  balance  on  the  wrong 
side  of  the  ledger.
